Secretary Daniels Declares There Is 
No Reason to Suppose Wasps

Washington, 
Nov. 
16.—American 
naval experts, it was made plain to- 
day, do not agree with the view that 
the lull in submarine activities indi- 
cates a collapse of the U-boat cam- 
paign or that anti-submirne measures 
have proved 
wholly effective. 
They 
agree that 
progress is 
being 
made 
against the menace, but prefer to post- 
pone judgment on w^hether the U-boat 
has been eliminated aas a factor until 
the theory has been more thoroughly 
tested. 
Meanwhile 
the 
American 
navj- will continue its preparations to 
deal with the menace. 
' It was said officially at the na\-y de- 
p a r t m e n t today that there was nothing 
to forecast the possibility of a 
very 
heavy toll of ships next week, or at any 
subsequent perio(}, and that 
varying 
results from week to week still were 
expected. 


Secretaiy 
Daniels 
authorized 
this 
statemen:. 
"The submarine 
menace 
has not proved the decisive factor in 
the war that the Germans predicted it 
would be. 
It has done great 
harm, 
which should not be underestimated, 
and is still a menace. 
Its purpose' v/as 
to starve England by August and this, 
of course, it has failed to do." 


The situation is this, as navy offi- 
cials see it: 


"The effort of the U-boat campaign 
to starve out Cireat Britain by fall of 
this year has failed. 
Winter is here 
and Great Britain has not been starved 
into submission and is in no immediate 
danger of being starved. 
The subma- 
rines still constitute, however, a grave 
menace to vitally necessary sea traffic 
and every effort to increase protection 
against them must be made. 


"Such protection is being increased 
every 
month. 
Aditional 
destroyers 
are coming into action and 
building 
of

fleet

destroyers is proceeding rapidly. Vari- 
ous devices for detecting U-boats are

The first stop was made at Asolo, ten 
miles back from the river, Where the 
ancient castle to which Queen Cath- 
arine of Cyprus retired on her abdica- 
tion, located on a high hill, gave a com- 
manding view of the whole panorama 
of the battle front. 
The climb to the 
castle was 800 feet and from this emi- 
nence spread out a peace (ul plain to 
the west and the battle line to the 
east. 
The Piave lay straight ahead. 
It appeared rather wide at this point, 
although further on It was so narrow 
that it was difficult to believe a des- 
perate foe could be restrained by such 
a barrier even In the face of the Ital-

Moriastir, 
Serbia, 
Oct.

Press;')—This mai-tvred 
city, of 
the 
Serbs, 
under 
continuous 
bombard- 
ment from' the Bulgar batteries only 
two miles away, was visited for the 
first timé today by a civilian, on orders 
issüed by General Grosetti, command- 
er-in-chief on the Monastir front of 
the army of the orient. 
It is seldom 
that a press dispatch goes from Serbia 
these days, for practically the whole 
country has been swept clean by the 
Austro-Bulgar hordes, and only this 
little corner in the southwest, retaken 
last November, is holding out against 
the terrific bombardment. 


"It is worse 
than 
Verdun," 
said 
Lieutenant-Colonel Dosse, of the staff, 
who was on General Petain's staff at 
Verdun during the worst days. 


Monasrtir lies in a cup-like hollow, 
and by reason of its being on Serbian 
•oil it 
the center of the bitterest 
strife between Serb and Bulgar. 
It 
was one of the last points abandoned 
by the Serbs in their exodus before 
• the rush of the Austrians in 1915. 
The 
; Bulgars held it last year through Au- 
gust. 
Then the new Serbian army, 
' re-organized, 
gave their 
first 
atten- 
tion to getting back 
this 
city. 
But 
their newness was against them and 
they were badly repulsed. 
But in Oc- 
' tober the Serbs got 
their 
revenge. 
' making a mass attack with the French 
! and Russian divisions. 


This fight of Serb against 
Bulgar 
" was one of the bloodiest of the war. 
' The Serb took the strategic key of 
Mount Kaisnatchkalon, 
which 
today 
marks the burying place of 10,000 Bul- 
gars. 
Monastir was again taken, but 
the Austi'o-Bulgars still held on only 
three miles north and west of the city. 
' General Grosetti cleared them fron\ 
the northern hills in a brilliant attack 
last March, when 
the 
famous 
Hill 
1,248 was taken. 
But they clung to 
. the western hills, and there they are 
" today raining down their shells on the 
old Serbian town. 
It used 
to 
have 
50,000 population; now it has 5,000 
living in cellars. 


Entering 
the 
city, 
by 
the 
street 
through the poor quarter, there were 
signs of life, despite the rumble of the 
guns. 
Little 
girls 
ran 
along 
the 
street with jars 
of 
water 
on 
their 
heads, 
carrying fresh water to 
the 
people imprisoned in the cellars. 
All 
the shops- were clo.sed or abandoned. 
Many of the front walls wei-e ripped 
out, and the abandoned stock scatter- 
ed about. 
Almost every third house 
was down—a mass of debris. 
Those 
between were askew, with a cornice 
or wing blown off, or the upper story 
torn out, or a huge round hole 
in 
front showing where a shot had cut 
through before exploding. 
A tumbled 
down cafe showed several men at the 
tables. 
"They take 
chances," 
said 
Colonel Dosse, "but when an explosion 
iomes they scuttle to the cellars." 


The business section 
had 
lost 
all 
semblance to streets with houses. 
It 
was pne long stretch 
of 
blackened 
heaps of debris, with a .lagged wall or 
jhimney sticking up here and there. 


Besides the destruction, the killed, 
scattered through the past 
summer, 
runs into 
the 
hundreds. 
Shell-fire 
and falling walls have not been alone 
in running up the death list, for the 
Bulgars send a wave of asphyxiating 
gas every time the wind is favorable. 


The run from Army 
headquarters 
to Mona.stir gave the opportunity of 
seeing the vast military 
preparation 
on fhis front. 
Four American ambu- 
lance cars also were passed, bringing 
sick and wounded from the Monastir 
front.

Sacrifices that can 
be escaped or prei-ented are such as attend 
life in the great eamps. 
To battle 
against 
:hose insidious.foes that destroy the spirit and 
îonsume the body is the fight that Y. 31. C. A, 
and other organizations working to like pur- 
pose must make for the young men of tlie 
armies. 


It is the belief and profoundly it is the hope 
that America's young men can be saved from 
the fate that is worse than death on the lield. 
No people in the history of any war is shown 
to have set about it with the settled resolve 
and the employment of vast means to guard 
their fighting men from the forces of evil as 
the people of the United States are 
today 
going about it to make this war safe for the 
manhood of the republic. 
It is a great task 
and it will cost prodigiously, but it is the 
finest task the people have set themselves to 
perform in this war. 


There is great need now of money to carry 
on this work.

IF THE CHURCH IS TO 
SAVE HOLY RUSSIA IT 
MUST BE REORGANIZED 


B y L. H A R P E R LKKCH. 


What part will the Russian church 
play in welding Russia into an effect- 
ive political and war-making unit? 


The Russian peasant class, 
consti- 
tuting 85 per cent of the people and 
90 per cent of the armies, is conceded 
to be the jnost fundamentally 
relig- 
ious population on the globe. 
Yet the 
church as a factor in the national life 
has hardly been heard from in the rev- 
olutionary turmoil. 


Recent dispatche.s from Russia 
re- 
porting the organization 
of 
a large 
body of peasant troops into a "League 
to Save Holy Russia" seemed to indi- 
cate the religious factor is beginning 
to be felt, and is throwing its strength 
to the nationalistic side of the contro- 
versy and against the anarchist inter- 
nationalism of the 
Bolsheviki." 


These dispatches 
are 
rather 
dis- 
counted by Russians 
in 
the 
United 
States and at the Russian embassy to 
whom 1 talked. 
F o r obvious reasons 
no Russian official in America could 
afford to be quoted, but the following 
observations by a Russian official, who 
asked that his 
name 
be 
withheld, 
presents an interesting view: 


"It is very easy to exaggerate 
the 
possible importance of churchly inter- 
ference in the international struggle. 
Our information 
would indicate 
any 
dispatches foreshadowing the forma- 
tion of any religious assocltlon 
with 
definite political or war-making aims 
in or out of army are untrue. 
Such 
statements are an effort to give a con- 
crete form to a generally diffused and 
unorganized sentiment. 
They indicate 
the hopes of the correspondent rather 
than the facts. 
They have a germ of 
truth. 
"The Russian peasant Is fun- 
damentally 
religious and 
fundamen- 
tally patriotic, and, of course, the two 
emotions are closely associated. 
But 
the- patriotism of the peasant is a very 
primitive attachment to the soil spd 
the village comlnunlty, not an 
edu- 
cated nationalism and passion for the 
state and the flag such as one sees in 
western Europe. 
" F o r the autocratic 
state of the csars the peasants had no 
"patriotism." 
"Holy Russia" to him 
was the eolL and t h * falloarshio of thé 


Russian 
Christians—not 
the 
Russian 
government. 


"In the same way his religion was 
primitive and personal. 
The 
official 
Russian Orthodox church—a mere de- 
partment 
of the autocracy—was 
not 
the object of his devotion. 
The offi- 
cial 
church—the 
heirarchy—was 
a 
thing apart, something imposed from 
above, 
like 
the 
autocratic 
state. 
Neither wa.s a natural growth 
from 
the souls of the people like the statea 
and churches of western Europe. 


"The official church today is shar- 
ing with the governmental machine a 
complete 
leorganization. 
Formerly 
the czar named the holy synod; th« 
synod named the bishops and the high- 
er clergy, the higher clergy named the 
village priests and so on down to ths 
bottom of the organization. 


"Congresses of the priests and th« 
lay members arc being held for th« 
lirovinces and for the entire nation. 


"As the church gets closer to the 
people it will be able to, express the 
sentiment of the peasants for the pro- 
tection of Holy 
Russia from her ene- 
mies without and within. 
It is in this 
way that the Russian church will act 
as a saving force for the nation, bul 
this force will act gradually. 
There 
can be no sudden interventions, as in 
the more 
highly organized 
churches 
of the west."

belts and getting back upstairs again, 
of his spring into the water, of the 
boat's final plunge beneath the waves 
when hundreds of the struggling mass 
of men, women and children, mostly 
women and children, were drawn un- 
der by the suction of the boat, never 
to be seen again, and his narrow es-

lows: 


"Dear Prime Minister: 
I have given 
an.xious consideration to your repeated 
invitations that I should take chaige 
of the new air ministi-y- 
The reasons 
which 
impelled 
me to decline 
that 
great honor and responsibility are In 
no way concerned with the office which 
is rightly to 
be 
set 
up. 
They are 
roughly as follows: 


I^iiids Things Fine on This Side. 
"Returning after fiive months spent 
in the virile atmosphere of the United 
States and Canada I fmd that while 
these frSVo countries 
are 
pi oceeding 
with their war preparations with a fer- 
vor and enthusiasm little understood 
on this side of the Atlantic; while the 
United States in.stantly put Into opera- 
tion conscription over which we wob- 
bled for two years and is making short 
work of sedition mongers; while Can- 
ada already has given such proofs of 
thoroughness as the disfranchisement 
of conscientous objectors and the de- 
naturalization of all enemy aliens na- 
turalized within the last fifteen years; 
while we, for our part, are asking im- 
mense sacrifices from 
these 
peoples, 
there still are in office here those who 
dally with such urgent questions as 
that of unity of war control, eradica- 
tion of sedition, mobilization 
of 
the 
whole man and woman power of the 
country and the introduction of com- 
pulsory food rations. 


What He Objects To. 


"I had personal experience while in 
America of the »obstruction and delay 
in certain 
departments 
in London, 
which, for example, postponed sending 
Lord Reading's vital and most suc- 
cessful mission. 
I find that the cen- 
sorship still is being misused and that 
men in various positions of authority, 
who should have been punished, have 
been retained and in some cases ele- 
vated. 
The spirit 
of 
the men and 
women of Great Britain is clearly as 
eager and splendid as ever. 
We have, 
in my belief, the most efficient army in 
the world, led by one of the greatest 
generals, and I am well aware of the 
fine achievements of many others of 
our soldiers, sailors and statesmen, but 
I feel in the present circumstances I 
can do better work if I maintain my 
independence and am not gagged by a 
loyalty that I do not feel towards the 
whole of your administration. 


Derides "Absurd Secrecy." 


"I take this opportunity of thanking 
you and the wàr cabinet for the hand- 
some message of praise sent to me as 
representing the five hundred officials 
of the British war mission to the Unit- 
ed States, many of them volunteers and 
exiles. 
The fact that their work is not 
known is due to the 
absurd 
secrecy 
about the war, which still is prevalent. 
Everything these officials are doing is 
known to our American friends, and of 
course to the Germans. 


"I trust I make no breach of 
con- 
fidence in saying that some of the doc- 
uments which have passed through my 
hands as head of the mission are such 
as, if published, would greatly encour- 
age prestige in the United States, and 
hearten our people at home. 


United States May Take Control. 
"May I also take this opportunity of 
giving warning 
about 
our relation.s 
with that great people frqm whom I 
come? 
We have had the tragedy of 
Russia, due 
partly to lack of allied 
propaganda to counteract that of the 
Germans. 
We have had the tragedies 
of Italy, largely due to that same en- 
emy propaganda. 
We have had the 
tragedies 
of 
Serbia, 
Rumania 
and 
Montenegro. 
There 
is 
one tragedy 
which I am sure we shall not have aijd 
that is the 
tragedy 
of 
the 
United 
States. 


"But from countless 
conversations 
with leading: Americans I know that 
unless thsre Is s^vift improvement In 
our methods here, the United States

Two Pounds of Seasoned 


• 
Wood Equal to One 


Pound of Coal. 


Washington, Nov. 
1 —Persons who 
plan to relieve the coal shortage this 
winter by burning wood can figure, 
roughly speaking, that two pounds of 
seasoned wood have a fuel value equal 
to one pound of coal, according to ex- 
perts of 
the 
forest 
service. 
While 
different kinds of wood have different 
fuel values, the foresters say that in 
general the greater the dry weight of 
a non-resinous wood, the more heat 
it will give out when burned. 


For such species as hickory, 
oak, 
beech, birch, hard maple, ash, locust, 
longleaf pine or cherry, which 
have 
comparatively 
high fuel values, 
one 
cord, weighing about 4,000 pounds is 
required to equal one ton of coal. 


It takes a cord and a half of short- 
leaf pine, hemlock, i-ed gum, Douglas 
gfir, sycamore, or soft maple, 
which 
weighs about 3,000 pounds a cord, to 
equal a ton of coal, while for cedar, 
redwood, 
poplar, 
catalpa, 
Norway 
pine, cypress, basswood, spruce 
and 
white pine, two cords, weighing about 
2,000 pounds each, ai-e i-equired. 


Weight for weight, however, there 
is very little difference between vari- 
ous 
species. 
Resin 
affords 
about 
twice as much heat as wood, so that 
resious woods have a 
greater 
heat 
value 
per 
pound 
than 
non-resinous 
woods, and this increased value varies, 
of course, with the resin content. 


The available heat value of a cord 
of wood depends also on the amount 
of moisture present. 
When the wood 
is green part of the heat which it is 
capable 
of yielding is taken 
up 
in 
evaporating the water. 
The 
greater 
amount of water in the wood the more 
heat is lost. 


Furthermore, cords vary as to the 
amount of solid wood they 
contain, 
even when they are of the standard 
dimension and occupy 128 cubic feet 
of space. 
A certain proportion of this 
space is made up of air spaces between 
the sticks, and this air space may be 
considerable in a 
cord 
of 
twisted, 
crooked and knotty sticks. 
Out of the 
128 cubic feet, a fair average of solid 
wood is about 80 cubic feet. 


This, however, applies to the stand- 
ard cord, in which the sticks are cut 
to four-foot lengths and 
piled 
four 
feet high and eight feet 
long. 
In- 
stead of buying the four-foot lengths, 
however, 
most 
people 
now-a-days 
have 
the 
sticks 
cut 
into 
two-foot 
lengths by a gasoline saw. 
This re- 
sults in a saving 
of 
both 
t i m e , and 
labor. 
The 
purchaser should, 
how- 
ever, take care to see that he 
gets 
full 
measurement 
when 
wood 
is 
bought in this way. 
In parts of New 
England a stack of 16-inch wood, four

feet high and eight feet long, is com- 
monly sold as a "run." but contains 
only one-third of a cord. 


Where wood is to bé burned in a 
stove or furnaco intended for coal, it 
will be found desirable, the foresters 
say. to cover the grate partly 
with 
sheet irop or fire brick, in order to re- 
duce the draught. 
If this is not done 
the wood is wasted by being consumed 
too fast, and makes a very hot 
fire 
which in a furnace may damage the 
fire box. 


It Is pointed out, however, that heat 
value is not the only te.st of useful- 
ness in fuel wood, and since 95 per 
cent, of all wood used for fuel is con- 
sumed for domestic purposes, lai-gely 
in farm houses, such factors as rap- 
idity of burning and ease of lighting 
are important. 
Each section of the 
country has its favored woods, 
and 
these are said to be, in general, the 
right ones to use. 
Hickory, of 
the 
non-resinouswooda. 
has 
thè 
highest 
fuel value per unit volume of wood, 
and has other advantages. 
It burns 
evenly, and, as housewives say, holds 
the heat. 
The oaks come next, follow- 
ed by beech, birch and maple. 
The 
white pines have a realtively low heat 
value per unit volume, but have other 
advantages. 
They ignite readily and 
give out a quick hot flange, but onfe 
that soon dies down, 
'this makes them 
favorites with rural housekeepers as 
a summer wood, because they are par- 
ticularly adapted for hot days in the 
kitchen. 
The same is true of 
gray 
birch, or "white birch," as it is often 
called, in the regions 
in 
which 
it 
abounds. 
With the resinous pines a 
drawback is their oily black smoke.

Wilson's Address to the La- 
bor Convention Begins 
New Epoch. 


(Special Dispatch.) 


Buffalo, N. Y., Nov. .T' —The unex- 
pected appearance of President Wilson 
at the opening of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor's annual convention 
is hailed by the delegates as the be- ; 
sinning of a new epoch in the history 
of the American labor movement. 


It is a definite recognition, they feel, 
of the outstanding position organized 
labor occupies in the nation's affairs.

The route now turned along the west 
bank of the river where long lines of 
peaceful villages had been tran.sformed 
suddenly by terror or the enemy bom- 
bardment.

made it look more like death.

were ambulances along the road 
but

The whole western bank of the 
Piave is lined with beautiful villages 
and extensive parks filled with statu- 
ary.

The party had now reached a village 
three miles from the Piave line and 
the shelling was oonthiued.

Kfjuarely in the road 100 ^•ards ahead. 
"They are shelling the road," said the 
escort as he wheeled the atitomoliile 
behind the station wliere groups of 
soldiers were crouching in the door-

LESSON TEXT-Nehemlah 5:1-11. 
GOLDEN TEXT-Ask and It shall be 
given unto you.—Matthew 7:7. 


It was four months after Nehemlah 
learned of the desolation of Jerusalem 
that he had the opportunity to make 
known his request to the king. 
Just 
why he did not test the king's atti- 
tude toward 
him 
and 
his project 
earlier, we have no information. Per- 
haps there was no great function at 
which he was called upon to minister 
in this interval, or his turn of serv- 
ice had not arrived, or his duties were 
so exacting that no opportunity was 
afforded for hira to unbosom his grief 
to the king. • 


I. Nehemiah's Request to the King 
(w. 1-8). (1) Its occasion, v. 1. 
As 
cup-bearer he was ministering before 
the king. 
The cup-bearer was more 
than a mere valet. 
He entered very 
closely Into the life's interests of the 
king, so that the inner life and spirit 
of the cup-bearer was known. It was 
expected of such servants that they 
manifest perfect happiness while in 
the presence of the king. 
To appear 
in his presence otherwise would likely 
be to the displeasure of the king. 
Nehemiah"s 
sad 
countenance 
while 
thus serving awakened the king's sus- 
picion. 
The matter was serious for 
Nehemlah was afraid under the cir- 
cumstances. 


(2) The king's Inquiry, v. 2. 
The 
king perceived that Nehemiah's coun- 
tenance was sad, though he was not 
Kick, and he knew that something ex- 
traordinary had come into the life of 
his cup-bearer. 


(3) The effect upon Neheraiah, v. 2. 
His heart was filled Avith fear. He did 
not know but what this impropriety 
was so great as to cause his dismissal. 
His fear was more than ihat of losing 
his position; to be dismissed from be- 
ing cup-bearer would mean the loss of 
an opportunity to present his request 
to the king; and, without the king'.«; 
sanction and aid, his enterprise would 
fail. 


(4) Nehemiah's tactful reply, v. 3. 
He seeks to conciliate the king by 
expressing a deep interest In the royal 
life and person. 
He says: "May the 
king live forever," and then tells that 
the cause of his grief was the desola- 
tion of the city where his fathers 
were buried. 


(5) The contents of Nehemiah's re- 
quest, w . 5-8. (a) To be sent to Judah 
to build the walls of Jerusalem, vv. 
5, 6. This request virtually meant to 
be granted a leave of absence from 
the Persian court and to be appointed 
military governor of that part of the 
kingdom of Artaxerxes. 
The king, 
doubtless, saw that such a move would 
be of particular benefit to his king- 
dom politically, owing to the strategic 
position of Jerusalem, between Baby- 
Ion and Egypt. 
In the case of the 
breaking out of hostilities between 
these powers, to have a fortified city 
In Palestine would be of immense Im- 
portance. 
At the king's request, a 
definite time was set for this leave of 
absence, v. 6. He remained In Jerusa- 
lem for twelve years. A side light on 
the king's gracious attitude toward 
Nehemlah 
is given 
in this; 
"The 
queen also sitting by him." 
She is 
not named, but in all probability It 
was Esther. 


(b) For letters to the governors be- 
yond the river, v. 6. 
Doubtless the 
path of his Journey was a dangerous i 
one, and the travelers' safety depend- 
ed upon having credentials from the 
king. 
Tliese letters were more than 
mere credentials. 
They were orders i 
for actually conveying him and his 
party to Judah. 
Ezra, years before, 
had desisted from asking a band of 
soldiers, but Nehemlah was free to 
ask such a favor. It was right in both 
cases, but not expedient In that of 
Ezra. 
Many problems are clear, II 
we distinguish between that which Is 
lawful and that which is expedient. 


(c) A letter of requisition for sup- 
plies of timber, v. 8. This timber was 
needed, first for the palace or castle, 
that is, for the fortress near the tem- 
ple; second, for the walls and gates 
of the city; and third, for the king's 
official residence. 


II. Nehemiah's Request Granted, 


8. Neheraiah was a tactful diplomat. 
He exercised sound sen.se and pru- 
dence In all things, but he supremely 
depended upon God and prayed for 
God's disposal of the king's heart as 
he made his request known, v. 4. The 
king granted his request "according 
to the good hand of my God upon 
me," v. 8. He ascribes the success of 
his undertaking to God. 


III. Nehemiah's Journey to Jerusa* 
lem, vv. 9-11. 
He 
journeyed 
from 
Shushan to Jerusalem under the pro- 
tection of a military escort. This was 
of double value: protection and safety. 
When It was known that Nehemlah 
was undertaking this work with the 
consent of the king, Sanballat and 
Tobiah were greatly grieved. 
It al- 
n-ays Is a grief to the enemy when 
that which will further the Interest 
of God and his people Is being made 
to succeed. When he reached Jerusa- 
lem, he did not at once make his pur- 
pose known. He waited for three days 
and then viewed the situation at night

Government Making a Wil- 
derness of Parts They Are 
Now Devastating. 


Paris, Kov. 16.—It will be a tre«- 
less Belgium to which the people of 
that unfortunate country will return, 
if its invaders art, not driven out ti^- 
tore they have completed their worlJ 
of devastation. 
Factories have been 
despoiled of their machinery, 
every 
form of property has been requisition- 
ed, and now woods, forests and even 
individual trees are being cut down 
wholesale. The wooded heights of the 
Belgian Ardennes, which used to pro- 
tect the center of the country from 
east 
winds, 
are rapidly 
being de- 
nuded, the tall elms that lined the- 
high-roads and canals have been fell- 
ed, and walnut trees that adorned the 
gardens of the well-to-do in Brussels 
have not been spared. 


In the early days of the occupation, 
the Belgian state forest 
department 
was allowed to supervise the work ol 
felling and see that it was scienti- 
flcally conducted, but after 
a few 
months, the Germans took over the 
direction of the department and ob- 
served only one rule—to obtain the 
greatest amount of wood for military 
purposes in the shortest possible time. 


The Belgian government has been 
able to learn details of the work done, 
so that a thousand acres have been 
cleared in Hertogenwald (Liege) and 
felling continues there, the fir plan- 
tation "Fays de Lucy," the finest in 
the country, has been completely razed, 
and the magnificent forest of Soignes, 
south of Brussels, is rapidly 
disap- 
pearing. 
These are only examples ol 
dozens of similar cases which are 
known and to this devastation must 
be added the consumption of wood 
by the native population which for 
three years has been unable to import 
any and has had to use quantities in- 
stead of coal. 


Serious consequences 
from 
every 
point of view, health, climatic and 
hydrographic, are expected from thia 
wide-spread destruction of woods and 
forests, if it continues another year 
or two.

Two, Pounds of Seasoned 


Wood-.Equal to One 


Pound of Coal. 


Washington, Nov. 1'.—Persons who 


plan to relieve, the coal shortage this 
winter by burning wood can figure, 
roughly speaking, that two pounds of 
seasoned wood have a fuel value equal 
to one pound of coal, according to ex- 
perts of the forest service. 
While 


different kinds of wood have different 
fuel values, the foresters say that in 
general the greater the dry weight of 
a non-resinous wood, the more heat 
it will give out when burned.. 


For such species as hickory, oak, 


beech, birch, hard maple, ash, locust, 
longleaf pine or cherry, which have 
comparatively high fuel values, one 
cord, -weighing about 4,000 pounds is 
required to equal one ton.of coal. 


It takes a cord and a half of short- 


leaf pine, hemlock, red gum, Douglas 
gfir, sycamore, or soft maple, which 
weighs about' 3,000 pounds a cord, to 
equal a ton of coal, while for cedar, 
redwood, poplar, 
catalpa, 
Norway 


pine, cypress, basswood, spruce- and 
white pine, two cords, weighing about 
2,000 pounds each, are required. 


Weight for weight, however, there 


is very little difference between vari- 
ous species. 
Resin affords about 


twice as much heat as wood, so that 
resious woods have a greater heat 
value per pound than non-resinous 
•woods, and this increased value varies, 
of course, with the resin content. 


The available heat value of a cord 


of wood depends also on' the amount 
of moisture present. When the wood 
is green part of the heat which it is 
['capable of -yielding is taken up in 
| evaporating the water.' The greater 
amount of water in the wood the more 
heat is lost. 


Furthermore, cords vary as to the 


amount of solid wood they contain, 
even when 'they are of the standarc 
dimension a'nd occupy 128 cubic feet 
of space. A certain proportion of this 
space is made up of air spaces between

I'aris, Nov. 1C.—It will be a. tree- 


less Belgium to which the people of. 
that unfortunate country trill return, 
if Its invaders arc not driven out be- 
fore they have completed their work 
of (Ifcvasiation. 
Factories have been 


despoiled of thfilr machinery, every 
form of property has been requisition- 
ed, and now woods, forests and even 


1 ndlvldual trees are being cut down 
wholesale. The wooded heights of the 
Belgian Ardennes, which used to pro- 
tect the center of the country from 
east winds, are rapidly being de- 
nuded, the tall elms that lined the 
high-roads and canals have been fell- 
ed, and walnut trees that adorned tlw 
gardens of the well-to-do in Brussels 
have not been spared. 


In the early days of the occupation, 


the Belgian state forest department 
was allowed to supervise the work o£ 
felling and see that it .was scienti- 
fically conducted, but after 
a few 


months, the Germans took over the 


irecUou of the department and ob- 
erved only one rule—to obtain the 
teatesl amount of wood for military 
urposes in the shortest possible time. 
The Belgian government has been 
b]e lo learn details of the work dons. 
o that a thousand acres have been 
leared in Hertogenv.-ald (Uege) and 
clling continues there, the fir 'plan- 
tation "Fays de Lucy," the finest in 
te country, has been completely-razed.^ 
and tiie magnificent forest of Solgne's" •- 
south of Brussels, is rapidly disap- _' 
pearing. These are only examples'of 
dozens of similar cases which are 
known and to this devastation must 
be added the consumption of wood 
by trie . native population which for 
three years has been unable to import 
any and has had to use Quantities' in- 
stead of coal. 


Serious consequences

point of view, health, climatic and 
hydrographlc, are expected from this 
wide-spread destruction of woods and 
forests, if it continues another year 
or two.
